Ultimately, the pro-Life side was spread out enough to closely win both of those 
primaries. That may not happen in PA though, as the conservative rural traditional 
Democrats may be happy with Santorum, and thus not be as passionate about Casey, as 
the liberal, pro-choice groups will be about nominating one of their own.

Regarding EEC regulation of blogs and Ron's bemoaning the decline of the Eirst 
Amendment and robust free press, I'd say we headed down that road when Congress first 
embraced campaign finance "reform" in the 70s, and that we went into high gear down 
that road in 2003 when Congress passed (and the President unfortunately signed) the 
Bipartisan Campaign Finance Reform Act, also known as BCRA or McCain-Eeingold. 
The wrong-headedness of Congress's entire approach to campaign finance regulation 
aside, a major defect of McCain-Eeingold is the so-called "media outlet exception." 
Under BCRA, interest groups cannot mention the name of a political candidate in a paid 
advertisement over the airwaves within 30 days of a federal election. But Congress 
obviously had to carve out an exception for news coverage, which puts the EEC in the 
lamentable position of determining what is an "authentic" or "legtimate" news outlet and 
what is not, because what is to be done when the NRA or MoveOn.org or the Chamber of 
Commerce buys a TV station or a radio station? If they allowed to do this then they will 
mask their advocacy as "news broadcasts" and then McCain-Eeingold will be worthless. 
But certifying news outlets as "legitimate" or "authentic" is what the government does in 
countries like Zimbabwe and Syria and North Korea and Russia. Do we really want to 
live in a country where the government is deciding what is a legitimate news outlet and 
what is not? Under McCain-Eeingold and the current campaign finance regulations, we 
have no choice. So, Ron, in short, your good friend Russ Eeingold is a big part of the 



reason that the FEC is looking at regulating bloggers like you. And this whole diatribe 
represents one of many reasons why I believe that the entire current campaign finance 
regime should be scrapped in favor of no limits on contributions and full, instant 
disclosure.

[Massachusetts] Stem cell bill seen heading to passage 

Backers seek margin to defeat possible veto

A bill encouraging human embryonic stem cell research in Massachusetts will probably 
pass both houses of the Legislature by the end of March, Democratic leaders predicted 
yesterday, but they remained unsure whether they can override an anticipated veto by 
Governor Mitt Romney, a Republican. 



"By the end of this month, I'd like to have that bill on the governor's desk," House 
Speaker Salvatore F. DiMasi told members of the Jewish women's group Hadassah, 
which supports stem cell research. "I'm here to tell you that you have my support." 

Senate President Robert E. Travaglini issued a similarly confident prediction and said for 
the first time that if the stem cell measure passes, he hopes to move on to more ambitious 
proposals that would devote state funds to the industry. 

"The first phase is to authorize the research," Travaglini said. "The second phase will be 
to determine to what degree the Commonwealth can allocate financial resources 
specifically for this purpose." 

Travaglini said the Senate has the two-thirds majority needed to override a gubernatorial 
veto, and he urged supporters to lobby House lawmakers to build a similar majority there. 
DiMasi declined to speculate on whether two-thirds of the House would agree to override 
a Romney veto, but Representative Daniel E. Bosley, who cochairs the committee 
presiding over the bill, said he expects the bill to pass handily. 

Democrats hold overwhelming majorities in both houses, meaning that a party-line vote 
would override a gubernatorial veto. 

But lobbying has heated up, with the Roman Catholic Church strongly opposing the 
measure because it believes it will endanger human embryos and lead to human cloning. 
Many legislators have said they need more time to understand the moral and ethical 
implications of the bill. 

The bill the House and Senate are expected to pass does not include state money for stem 
cell research. Though stem cell research is taking place in Massachusetts, Travaglini and 
business leaders want to pass a law expressly permitting such work and allowing 
scientists to produce cloned human embryos for research as long as the embryos are 
never implanted in a womb. The lawmakers and business leaders say they want to 
encourage the growth of the industry here and continue to compete with California, 
which passed an unprecedented $3 billion stem cell bond initiative last fall.

But Shawn Feddeman, Romney's press secretary, said it would be incorrect to conclude 
that the governor would definitely veto Travaglini's bill. "The governor has taken a 
position based on principle, but we're not going to make predictions about a piece of 
legislation that may change or that may or may not even make it to his desk," Feddeman 
said. 

Senator Jack Hart and Bosley, who cochair the committee that is considering the bill, said 
they expect a number of amendments to be debated on the floor before the measure 
comes up for a final vote. For example, lawmakers are strongly considering adding a 
provision to the bill to create a state umbilical cord blood bank to encourage a less 
controversial form of research using cord blood as a source of stem cells for future 
medical treatments. 

A bill promoting stem cell research was blocked last year by Speaker Thomas M. 
Finneran, and this year it has again generated intense emotions on both sides of the issue. 
The bill's supporters say it will encourage research that can lead to cures of diseases such 
as Parkinson's and diabetes. 

Opponents say the bill condones unethical science and relies on the destruction of human 
life.

After receiving 
an LL.B. from Harvard Law School, he was an associate at Orr and Reno in Concord, 
New Hampshire from 1966 to 1968, when he became an Assistant Attorney General of 
New Hampshire. In 1971, he became Deputy Attorney General and in 1976, Attorney 
General of New Hampshire. In 1978, he was named an Associate Justice of the Superior 
Court of New Hampshire, and was appointed to the Supreme Court of New Hampshire as 
an Associate Justice in 1983. He became a Judge of the United States Court of Appeals 
for the First Circuit on May 25, 1990. President Bush nominated him as an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and he took his seat October 9, 1990.

Clarence Thomas, Associate Justice, was born in the Pin Point community of Georgia 
near Savannah June 23, 1948. He married Virginia Lamp in 1987 and has one child, 
Jamal Adeen, by a previous marriage. He attended Conception Seminary and received an 
A.B., cum laude, from Holy Cross College, and a J.D. from Yale Law School in 1974. He 
was admitted to law practice in Missouri in 1974, and served as an Assistant Attorney 
General of Missouri from 1974-1977, an attorney with the Monsanto Company from 
1977-1979, and Legislative Assistant to Senator John Danforth from 1979-1981. From 
1981-1982, he served as Assistant Secretary for Civil Rights, U.S. Department of 
Education, and as Chairman of the U.S.

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I think Springsteen's song reflects more people than Greenwood's. If you think that when 
people lose their jobs and livelihood that they're like "Job (from the bible)" instead of 
bitter and angry, then you probably don't know many who have lost it all. Also, 
Springsteen's words are very much the fate of veterans. 

"10 years burnin' down the road. Nowhere to run, nowhere to go." Such is the fate of too 
many vets 
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"Dixie" was written by Daniel Decatur Emmett of Mount Vernon, Ohio, and premiered in 
September of 1859 in New York. According to an article by Mike Petee in the Knox 
County Observer, Mount Vernon, Ohio, Dan Emmett learned to play various instruments 
at a young age, including the banjo, fife, fiddle and a small drum. He was enlisted in a 
Minstrel group when they stopped in Mount Vernon and needed a replacement for a sick 
player, beginning a long musical career. 

Although best known as the song adopted by the Confederacy, "Dixie" was also Abraham 
Lincoln's favorite song, and it was played at his inauguration. Even though Abe Lincoln 
loved and supported the song, Dan Emmett was ostracized in the North for writing a song 
associated with the South. In his last performance in Mount Vernon, it is reported that he 
cried when he was warmly welcomed and given a standing ovation as it's writer.It is still 
considered to be one of the top two or three songs associated with the history of this 
country. 

One popular theory of the origin of the name Dixie is that the old $10 Lousiana notes 
were known (by mispronouncing the French names that were printed on them) as 
"dixies," and the Louisiana region became known in slang as Dixie Land. This term was 



later expanded to include the rest of the South. 

The other competing theory is that "Dixie" comes from the Mason-Dixon Line. There is a 
third theory that the title honors a kind farmer in Manhattan Island by the name of Dixy 
who was rumored to be connected with the Underground Railroad; "Dixy's Land" became 
known as a safe haven. However, it is unlikely that this could actually be the origin of the 
song since Manhattan Island has never been "the land of cotton"; in addition, Manhattan 
is clearly not "away down south".

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What is unusual about Justice O'Connor is that she and Justice Souter are the only 
Justices now sitting who've actually had judicial experience at the trial level where facts 
and evidence are heard, witnesses examined, juries empanelled and sentences passed. 

Appeals courts are meant to avoid retrying the facts of a case and only pass upon 
questions of law. If the appeals court dislikes the way the facts were determined, it 
usually doesn't try the case itself de novo but kicks it back down below to the trial court 
level. 

So few Justices have had to deal as judges rather than as advocates with the rules of civil 
and criminal procedure or with sentencing guidelines. 

The Superior Court of New Hampshire, upon which David Souter sat before joining the 
NH Supreme Court, is the only court in that small state which holds jury trials. It has 
eight courthouses around the state. 

The Maricopa County (Ariz.) Superior Court upon which Justice O'Connor sat is also a 
trial court with juries, etc.

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My brother was studying sanitation and water engineering at Harvard at the time "Dirty 
Water" came out, and was even doing water samples from the River Charles.

When did 
you first hear the "I have a dream speech." Was there a feeling at the time of what a 
momentous occasion this was?

I googled to find the same thing (and no other postage stamps of Pound), but you have to 
be careful. 

This is basically an educational site about the fifty states for kids. Since there were USPS 
series of state flowers and state birds, it was easy to find examples for every state. But 
they didn't find one for a famous Idahoan in the way they could have found a famous 
Californian or a famous New Yorker, so the site's creators made their own unofficial 
substitute. (Notice there's no country or postage indicated, which you need to carry mail 
across national borders.) 

Paul Robeson may have criticised his country (with good reason) and praised Stalin's 
Russia (for little good reason), but he never (so far as I know) broadcast or performed for 
a country with whom the U.S. was at war. 

The U.S. wasn't at war before December 7, 1941, and Communists like Robeson, Pete 
Seeger and Woody Guthrie had moved from non-interventionism/isolationism to 
agitating for U.S. involvement in June 1941, after Hitler invaded the USSR. 

The same, basically, applies to Charles Lindbergh. America First was a pre-war 
movement. 

There's no good reason to deny a stamp to either Lindbergh or Robeson. 

And in time, Ezra Pound (for his poetic achievements only) and (perhaps) Jefferson 
Davis should get theirs. 

T.S. Eliot (anti-Semitic in a non-personal way but pro-British) already has, and he 
became a British citizen. I'm pretty sure there's a stamp for Robert E. Lee, too.

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WASHINGTON — Pennsylvania State Treasurer Robert P. Casey Jr. announced today 
that he would challenge U.S. Sen. Rick Santorum for his seat in 2006, likely setting up 
one of the most closely watched races in the country next year. 

And clearing the way for Casey, former Treasurer Barbara Hafer today announced she 
would pull out of the race just days after she announced her candidacy. 



Casey, a Democrat who opposes abortion rights, has long been eyed by the Democratic 
leadership as a formidable challenger for Santorum, who is the No. 3 Republican leader 
in the Senate. Prominent Democrats including Senate Minority Leader Harry Reid of 
Nevada and Sen. Charles E. Schumer of New York pressured Casey to run and met with 
him in Washington last month. 



Even at this early stage, a Feb. 16 poll from Quinnipiac University suggested a close 
contest between Casey and Santorum, a leader among conservative Republicans. The poll 
found that Casey led Santorum 46 to 41 percent. About 52 percent of the people polled 
said they approved of the job Santorum was doing in the Senate and 31 percent 
disapproved. 



One potential trouble spot for Santorum was that independent voters said they favored 
Casey 49 to 32 percent. 



Casey had held off an announcement for several weeks. Some Democrats said they 
believed party officials were trying to avoid a primary fight that could siphon off 
considerable amount of money from the general election race. 



Hafer took care of that, at least for now, when she announced her withdrawal today. 



Shortly after noon today, she said she made the decision after consulting with Gov. Ed 
Rendell. 

"The governor has asked me to step aside and allow Treasurer Casey to run unopposed 
for U.S. Senate," Hafer said in a statement. "After some consideration, I have decided to 
agree to the governor's request." 

Hafer and Casey differ on abortion rights. 



Hafer ran unsuccessfully against Casey's father in his 1990 re-election as Pennsylvania 
governor when she was still a Republican. 



In the Quinnipiac poll, Santorum led Hafer 47 to 39 percent. 



In a Casey-Santorum match-up. Social Security is likely to be one of the key issues. 
Santorum, in his capacity as the chairman of the Senate's Republican Conference, has 
taken a leading role in pushing President Bush's controversial plan to let workers partially 



replace traditional Social Security with personal investment accounts. 



Announcing his decision today, Casey took a hard line against the President's plan, 
stating that if he were elected he would "fight to protect and strengthen Social Security 
and will oppose any privatization plan that cuts benefits, requires massive borrowing 
from foreign countries or does nothing to improve the solvency of the Social Security 
system."
